IV ork:s, for whereas phodeens Was, tat treatiſe 
abovs the reſt hmuld have beene common, aud 0- 
pen to ervery perſon, and alſo to barve bin at an 
eafie rate for the poorer ſort, in which caſe bis b-(# 
courſe yad beene to have printed it by tt ſelfe, ſo 
had it borne its owne burthen of price , but by 
reaſon that the other treatiſes are bound up toge- 
ther with it the back will coſt ten ſhillings, which 
tbe ew {ert cannot buy, and they commonly

hare the greateſt need thereof, eſpecially in that

of ſuch a Medicine , as will not decay in fever 
Feeres and more:

pg His Antidote, at one ore'y time gi- 
x ven, taketh away the Peſtilentiall 
e&g Feaver, and therby curerh the Plague, 
239 chat the patient frequemly becom- 
: bas meth well the very next dav ; cſpe- 
cially 1t the Medicine be taken upon the firſt = 
of the complaint ;z he or ſhe obferving of certain 
ealie Rules hereafter preſcribed , concerning the 
order of adminiſtring thereof, and it is ſo eaſie 
and fafe a Medicine, thar an Infant , although it 
ſucke upon the Mothers breaſts, may fately take 
itz yea, and may eaſily be induced to receive it 
into the Body : for that it is ſmall in quantity, 
and is without offerce in taſte or ſmell to any : 
Alſo, it may ſafely __ to any Woman that

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is great with childe , whereof diverſe trials 
bin had with ſatety and comfort, 7 

The Doſe or quantity ſufficient thereof for a 
Man or Woman to take at any one time. is bur 
eight grains, -afnd by that proportion, ally atf- 
creet perſon may gather what may be given to any 
younger perſon : viz. A child oft two iull yeeres 
old, may ffely take two graines', anda child of 
foure or. five yeeres old, may takethreegraines,or 
foure, and on: abour fourcreene yeeres may take 
ſix graines, an4 one of eightcene, ninereene , Or 
ewenty yeeres ol, or morg ,, may ſafely take the 
full of eight graines. 

And note that this medicine performeth its 0- 
peration only by fvear which is the trueſt and ſa- 
teſt way of the catrance upon that cure of. the. 
Plague(tor the moſt pirt)and alſo it doth it with- 
our moving the body either upwards or downe- 
ward ; and namely it cauſeth - no yomits” nor 
ito2les : neither is it at all nauſeous or offenſive 
to the ſtomach, neither any wayes cauſing extra- 
ordinary thirſt, nor frintneſle to the patient, but 
on the contrary, the patient, when his {iveating is 
over, ſh1ll manifeſtly fecle cheeretulneſſe,as being: 
much refreſhed thereby , with alſo an abatement 
of his pines, and his Pearer will be gone at the 
onely once taking ther2of, neither ſhall the pati- 
err need to over-burthben himlſeife with too: many 
cloatbes to force him or her to feat : for the 
medicine of it ſelfe \nfficiently performeth that 
cuty, onely hee may bee ordered to have ſome- 
nat More to cover him, than the ordinary cover 
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rings heuſually lyethunder, and the roome ought 
likewiſe to be kept warme with a firc therein, for 
that cold airc in time of fiveating,is obnoxious and 
dangerous. 


And furrher, this Medicine may bee kept ſeven Ofthe 
whole yeares and longer,if occaſion and need be, jt2"inus 
will not decay 1n that time, for-it being truly pre-us vere. 
pared of gold, is thereby permanent above other 


Medicines, and looſcth not its vertue as vegetable 
medicines doe : But as Gold, that excellent mine- 
ral, excelleth allotter mettals, in price and vertne; 
even ſo the true prepared medicines thereof, as far 
exceed al other mineral medicines in their vertues, 
in the preſerving and defendirg of men from 
Diſeaſes, as alſo in curing rheir inffrmities, when 
by Gods permiſſion they ſeize upon the bodyes of 
mankind. 

And whereas other ſtrong medicines commonly 
worke two wayes at once, namely by ſiveat, and al- 
{o by Vomit, whereby they fiercely diſtra& the 


Patient , and produce fearctull accidents, as it 


death it ſelfe were at hand, by two violent exput- 
fions at one time, yea oftentimes by a third, viz. 
By purging downeward : Alſo this-moſt ſafe, and 
ſwcating medicine, performeth as muchas it pro- 

miſeth, pleaſantly, and without rigour ornaugzous 
offence, as well in the Plagite;as alſo in other con- 
tagious diſcaſes,and'namely in the ſmal POxvhere 
Nature alſo ſtriveth to thruſt out her venemous e- 
nemy, per poros eutts , or by the fiveat holes of the 
Skin, and that courſtof curing; is of all other the 
ſafeſt; in a contagious Diſeaſe at'the firſt entrance, 
which then! confiſteth* rather of poyfonous va- 
B. pours ,

vapours then of putrifa&ion of humours,in which 
regard the aforeſaid courſe is ſafe, for it is a feare- 
full thing, yea, and a deſperate one (as I conceive) 
to purge in thebeginning of a contagious diſeaſe, 

This Medicine ts alſo approved good to be gi- 
ren in the” beginning of any+ contagious Ague or 
feaver, hot or cold , and for the moſt part, ut cu- 
reth the patient at once giving , and it faileth ſel- 
dome. 


Of the rule and order t0 be held in{the raking of this 
Antidote for the cure of the Plague, 


TFT Irſtthe patient is to be demanded if he had 
H any ſtoole that day, or the day before, and if 
;* . yea, all is well for that point ; if otherwiſe, 
and that you find you have time to tarry ſo long 
(elſe not ) let the patient have onely a ſuppolito- 
ry that may move him once, and when he hath 
had one ſtoole thereby , proceed without any fur- 
ther delay to the adminiſtring of the Antidore , 
for delayes are dangerous in that fierce diſcaſe, 
and whether the -patient at that inſtant be found 
{weating., burning , quaking., raving, or in any 
-other diſtemper give it-in, and the party that ta- 
keth it , :ought to be in his warme bed fitted with 
at, . ag coverings before he takes this Medicine 
in, then, let him take it, either mixed with ſome 
cordiall thing , if he pleaſe, as a little Mithridate, 
or giveit mixed with'the pap'ofan Apple!, which 
will doeas well, and ſo it js cafieſt taken in by 
infants (as I ſuppoſe) for it needs no addition 
at all to adde vertue tO it ,, Onely the addition 
chiefly ferves to carry or-comay the medicine 
without 
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withourwaſting into the ftomach, for that it is a 
powder ſmall in quantity, and ſubje& to waſte, 

Alſo the party that is to take it, muſt have be- 
fore hand an ordinary poſlet of Ale and milke to 


the quantity of 2 quart very warm, which when he provided 


hath taken his medicine,ſhortly after let him drink 
a reaſonable full draught ofthe faid poſſet wellwar- 
med,and then lying on the one fide, which fidethe. 
patient pleaſe, let him be warme covered, head, _ 
face and all, leaving full breathing ſcope, and ſo in 
Gods name let him lye ſtill and tweat gently , it he 
can beare it for threeor foure houres were beſt, & 
ever as he thirſteth , let him freely take ware poſ- 
ſet drink , whichwere beſt to be given him in fome 
. cruet or ſpout-pot, if ſuch were at-band, that he 
take no ayre by raiſing himſelte up in drinking. 
And when he hath performed his due ſweating, ler 
him bewipeddry and ſhifted, and then give the pa- 
tient ſome warme broath - And further by divers. 
experiences the Author hath found , that a patient. 
ſo healed ( ſhifting his cloaths ) infeteth not an 
othcr, although he goe abroad the next day,tor by 
that ſtrong ſweating the venome of the diſeaſe is 
wholy evaporated andgon,ſo as the next day hetnay 
by Gods mercy ſafely goe abroad, but tor the day 
of his ſweatirg let him keepe within, and give him 
food competent ina ſparing quantity,ſuch as ixOf 
a light digeſtion,and deny him not drinke,fo that 
it be (omwhat warme at the fire only for that day. 
Thus much for thoſe which take the rz2dicine 
within 24 houres of the firſt complaint. Itemun- 
to ſuch as the diſeaſe hath taken greater hold of, 
namely that before the reccite of-the aforeſaid 
B.32- Antidote 
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Antidote, the patient have outward tumours , 
ſwellings or Soares, as Botches , Carbuncles , or 
. blaines, not yet broken nor ripe, 1t hee take the 
medicineas atoreſaid, and fiveat well upon it , the 
venome of the ſoares as is ſaid, ſhall , through 
Gods Mercy, be ſo evapourated by his ſweating, 
that the f;vellings ſhall decline of themſelves, and 
not at all come forward, and if any after dobreak, 
as being formerly ſupperated, or ripe before the 
medicine tooke pru_ they alſo ſhall, as ordinary 
boyles, eaſily and quickly heale with every meane 
medicine. 

- And notwithſtanding generally, once ſweating 


healeth the Patient, yet aeverthelefle if occaſion - 


bee , hee may fafely take a ſecond Dofl:, or pro- 
portion, yea, and a third without danger, as di- 
verſe have done, ſothat he may be the more confi- 
dent of perfc& health ; neverthelefle if he find his 
deſire by the firſt, let him not take a ſecond, and if 
by a ſecond, let him not take a third, for ſweating 
medicines, too often taken, are obnoxious to a di- 

jected weeke paticnt, 

The Vertue of tbe precedent Antidote, in the cure 
' of the ſmall Pox. 

| He Diſeaſe of the ſmall Pox, hath great af- 
| finity with that moſt fearefull Diſcalc of the 
Plague, being alſo contagious and deadly of- 
ten times, and the cure thereof I have experienced 
to be by the ſame way, as the cure of the 2/2gue,on- 
lythe cure of the ſma) Pox ſucceeds beſt, if it be be- 
gun before that they doe manifeſt themſelvs , and 
namely,in the firſt day of the Feaver, or foon after, 
for that diſeaſe hathever a forerunning hot feaver, 
Or 
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or Ague,for a meſſenger,wherfore it were not amiſſe 
for any that hath young children, eſpecially in 
times that are contagious and infe&tious,to be pre- 
pared with remedies at hand, to fit ſuch an unwel- 
come-gueſlt, confidering the medicine will keep its 
Vertue for more then ſeven yeeres. | 

Moreover, for the manner of the ſweating in 
the ſmall Pox, let itbee very wearily and gently , 
and with no more cloathes then will keepe the 
patients ſweating , and detend them from taking 
cold,and deny not them warm poſſet-drinke in the 
time of their ſiveating. 

Alfo, when any perton is deſirous to take the 
benefit of the aforcſaid medicine, having an Ague, 
or Feaver, with peraxiſmes or fits, let him not take 
the medicine in the time of the fit , but one full 
houre 3s is ſaid, before the fit, or rather more, but 
if the Feaver be contwwall, as often in that fierce 
diſeaſe of the Plague it is, give it at any time in 
manner aforeſaid ; for if he take it , and his bur- 
ning change into ſweating , which the medicine u- 
ſually produceth, the feare of Death in the Pati- 
ent is balfe over. 

And further of a truth, the Author can affirme 
that be hath cured ſomeby the heretofore ment1o- 
ned Antidote, that had the Peſtities , or ſpots of 
the Plague , vulg:rly called Gods tokens , upon 
them,and rhey are yet living witnefſes thereof ; for 
which, and all other his exceeding favours in that 
fearefull diſcaſe, the Almighty God alone be glo- 
rified-:-And fo the Author briefly eoncludeth with 
a Copy of a certificate concerning the Vertue of 
the before mentioned Antidote, Aurum YVite,rcfer- 
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Zing the Reader for further atteſtation to the Au- 
thors Booke called the Surgions Mare,or Militarie 
and domeftike Surgerie.

ſome of the ſmall Pox,ſome Agues,and ſame other 
diſcaſes, but moſt, to them that were viſited with 
the Plague, which had riſings, Soares, Carbuncles, 
Blaines, and were certainely knowne to have thar 
tearefull diſeaſe, all which perfons recavered,, and. 
not one of all them that have taken the ſaid Pils ,, 
dyed, thanks be given to Almighty God : neither 
<1 wedoe leſſe than publiſh the $reat skill, judge- 
ment, and Charity of the ſaid Tobn YYadall, = 
whoſe induſtry and' care this 'Antidate hath 
wrought ſo good effe&t, and did beſtow them free- 
ly, without one penny recompence for the ſame,

tive Medicine , ſuch as by art, through Gods per- 
miſſion, may preſerve them in- health _ _

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dreadfull difeaſe, - that it ſexze nor upon them una- 
wares ; Wherefore to fat isfie ſuch, he hath pre+- 


pared two preſervative helpes,the one beinga pow-. 
der to be inwardly taken, faſting each morning; the- 
quantity of eight graines, either 1n Beere,. Ale, or 


wine ; Or tochildren, if it be-mixed with butter; 


and fpred upon their bread, or - given them: in. 
milke, or any way-elfe that they: will be induced to- 
take it 1n, it iufficeth; And that they faſt two. houres. 


after it, they may relie upon it , as ON a good pre- 
ſervative, well approved of-: And further, it any: 
man, woman, or child, ſhould accidentally ww 
lingly take treble the quantity preſcribed,they may- 
ſafely doe it without any dangerat all: Yet by -way- 
of a preſervative as is ſaid to prevent the comming. 
ofthe diſeaſe ,. the Author holdeth the :aforeſfai 
quantity ofetghc graines 1s ſufficient. 

The ſecond preſervative intended for corre&tion 
of the Ayre,is to becarried 1n a box,about the per- 
{on of any, to make uſe of it at their wils, that they 
may often ſmell t hereto, and thence draw in a pre- 
ſervative Ayre to defend them from the danger of 
noy ſome vapours, which commonly the Plague en- 
treth by, as ſent from the Almighty, who alone de- 
fendeth from, ſenleth to, and of his metcifull pro- 
vidence cureth the Plague, Vntg whom be aſcribed.
